Walt as a .n an lire . 
A writer for the Buffalo Live Stock Journal 
says: “ Common salt I have used much the 
last tweoty-flve years, aud arn convinced of 
its advantages on drained aud well-farmed 
land, especially on light land, for where salt 
is used the moisture of the air will be more 
abundantly appropriated and retained. About 
5 o’clock one flue Summer’s morning I noticed 
that w here salt bad beet! sown the previous 
day every grain of salt had attracted to itself 
the dew, aud formed on the surface of the 
ground a wet &[»ot about the size of a six* 
lienee, the ground being generally very dry.— 
On our light lands it consolidate them, aud 
makes them especially firm and acceptable to 
the wheat plant, whose straw will stand firm 
aud erect, although two and a half to five feet 
long. 
It is also unfavorable to certain weeds 
by this consideration. 
It prevents the rava­ 
ges of wire-worms. 
It Is esi>ecially favorable 
to saline plants, such as mangold. 
Liebig, in 
his Natural Laws ol Husbandry, correctly de­ 
scribes nitrate of soda and common suit as 
* chemical means for preparing the soil.’ 
Re­ 
ferring to the experiments, he says. 
‘ In both 
these series of experiments the crops of cot­ 
ton and straw were remarkably increased by 
the addition of common salt, and It is scarce­ 
ly necessary to repeat that such au augmenta­ 
tion could not possibly have taken place un­ 
less the soil had contained a certain quantity 
of phosphoric acid, silicic*acid, potash, Ac., 


capable of being brought into operation, but 
which, without common salt, was not assimil­ 
able.’ Liebig also says: ‘The grass of a mead­ 
ow which has been manured with common 
salt is eaten by cattle with greater relish and 
preferred to any other; so that even from this 
point of view common salt deserves attention 
as a manure.” 


—A season of mud always calls up scenes 
more familiar than agreeable. 
For instance, 
who ever saw a horse that could remain quiet 
while standing in a pool of muddy water? 
When you get just opposite the noble animal 
he is sure to raise one of his fore feet and drop 
the hoof flat into the puddle. 
The hydraulic 
results of this movement are too well under­ 
stood to require explanation, but it will al­ 
ways remain an open question whether the 
horse is actuated in such cases by fiendish 
malice, Innocent mischief, or blind instinct.

A writer Tor the Buffalo Live Stock Journal 
says: “ Common salt I have used much the 
last twenty-five years, anil am convinced of 
its advantages on drained and well-farmed 
land, especially on light land, for where salt 
is used the moisture of the air will be more 
abundantly appropriated and retained. About 
5 o’clock one fine Summer’s morning I noticed 
that where salt had becu sown the previous 
day every grain of salt had attracted to itself 
the dew, aud formed on the surface of the 
ground a wet spot about the size of a six­ 
pence, the ground being generally very dry.— 
On our light lands it consolidates them, and 
makes them especially firm and acceptable to 
the wheat plant, whose straw will stand firm 
aud erect, although two and a half to five feet 
long. 
It is also unfavorable to certain weeds 
by this consideration. 
It prevents the rava­ 
ges or wire-worms. 
It is especially favorable 
to saline plants, such as mangold. 
Liebig, in 
his Natural Law3 of Husbandry, correctly de­ 
scribes nilrate of soda and common salt as 
• chemical means Tor preparing the soil.’

these series of experiments the crops of cot­
